MUCH WORSE: HIS 


Fellow Prisoner Saturday 
Night Has Swollen. 


HIS PHYSICIAN RECALLED 


cept That He “Thought It

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., July 19.— 
Physicians who examined Leo M. Frank 
in the State prison early today said his 


condition was much worse The jagged 
cut in his throat which was inflicted by 
Frank Green, a fellow prisoner, Satur- 
day night, was swollen and his te.nper- 
ature wos 102 2-5. 

Dr. H. J. Rosenberg, the Frank fain- 
ily physician, who returned to Atlanta 
last night, believed Frank’s condition 
warranted his leaving. He and another 
Atlanta doctor were summoned back to- 
day. 

Early today Frank was restless, his 
ltemperature continued to rise and at 
about daylight he was delirious at brief 
intervals. Tle temperature reached the 
highest shortly befcre § o'clock and ther 
began to drop. At 9 o'clock it was a 
fraction over 101. 

Dr. Guy Compton, the prison phy- 
sician, was not so alarmed over the 
turn of the night as were the other at- 
tendants. He stated today that som: 
fever was to be expected and that the 
swollen neck was not in itself an ex- 
ceedingly dangerous sign. Blood poison- 
ing is rnost feared. 

Assailant Kept in Irons. 
Frank’s assailant, still refused to talk 
today. He is kept in irons. Some of 
the guards today recalled that he had 
expressed a feeling of animosity toward 
Frank before the latter was brought to 
the prison. 

Dr. W. J. McNaughton, a convict, was 
near Frank when he was attacked. Dr. 
Rosenberg today gave Dr. McNaughton 
full credit for saving Frank’s life. His 
uick work in making a ligature of the 
ends of the jugular vein stopped the 
flow .of blood. Dr. Rosenberg also saii 
that the muscles in Frank’s neck were 


badly cut and if he lives he always will 


have a stiff neck. 
Green, when taken from solitary con- 
finement to be questioned, said that he 
planned the attack alone and that no 
one knew what he intended to do. He 
was communicative and gave as his 
only excise that he “‘thought it should 
be done.’’ He said, however, he re- 
gretted his act. , 

How Attack Occured. 
Frank was quartered at night in a 
dormitory with about 10 other prison- 
ers and occupied a bunk about 4 feet 
from one of the two doors to the large 
room. Green's bunk was fourth from 
his. No prisoner is allowed to lerve his 
place without permission from one of 
the two guards stationed at the dcr- 
mitory at night. Shortly after 11 o'clock 
last night Green called out for permis- 
sion to get up and it was granjed. 
He started down the line of bunks to- 
ward the one occupted by Frank. As he 
reached it he quickly grabbed Frank by 
the hair and delivered one blow witli 
the knife he had concealed. A guard 
prevented Green from striking again. 
Among prisoners wh, -sushed to 
Frank's aid were two physicians, one of 
whom also was serving a life. term for 
murder. They gave first aid and treat- 
ed the wound untii Dr. Guy Compton. 
the prison physician, was summoned 
from his home half a mile away. The

C. D. Johnson Issues Statement, 
Explaining Position of Pur- 
chasers of Property. 


While the 135 members of the dissolved 
Glen Echo Country Club who have been 
frozen out ot the New Glen Echo Golf 
Club were preparing to meet today to 
protest against their exclusion, a state- 
ment given out for publication by C. D.

Communic&tion, to Go 


to Berlin This Week, 


Will Make Clear What U. S. Will Do in 
Case of Another Violation of Rights. — 


By Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—President 


Wilson and Secretary Lansing today 
discussed in detail a draft of the note 
to be sent to Germany this week in- 
forming the Imperial Government 
what the United States will do if 


there is further violation of Ameri- 
can rights on the high seas. 

The return of President Wilson from 
Cornish, N. H., gave Secretary Lansing 
his first opportunity to confer on the 
policy to be followed as the result of 
Germany’s failure satisfactorily to an- 
swer the American demands made in 
the note of June 9. 

It was understood that the President 
and Mr. Lansing found that they had 
reached about the same conclusion—that 
the next communication to Germany 
will be of a definite character making 
unmistakably clear that the United 
States can not be expected to remain 
passive in the event of another attack 
on an unarmed and unresisting ship 
with a loss of Americans. 

Wii Declare U. S. Intentions, 
The note, it is now practically agreed, 
will announce to Germany the intention 
of the United States to assert its rights 
on the high seas in accor€anes with in- 
ternational law. There probably will be 
little or no discussion of the principles 
already treated at length in previous 
notes. 

Tomorrow the note will be submitted 
by the President to the Cabinet. In of- 
ficial quarters it was agreed the com- 
munication will be on its way to Ber- 
lin by Saturday. : 

It is not certain whether reference 
will be made to the attack on the Cu- 
nard liner Orduna. It is known that 
that incident has had a marked effect 
and previous suggestions that the next 
communication would take into consid- 
eration that German submarine com- 
manders in actual practice were con- 
forming to the rules of internationa!

Germany Cares Nothing for Ameri- 
ean Protests, Say London Papers. 
LONDON, July 19.—The morning news- 
papers, commenting on the judgment of 
the court of inquiry into the Lusitania 
disagter and the attack by a Germar 
submartive on the Cunard Line steamer 
Orduna, characterized the latter as prov- 
ing that Germany cares nothing for the 
Americana protests against Germany's 
submarine warfare. The Daily Tele- 
graph, :n an editorial, says: 
‘We have in this incident the confex- 
sion by the enemy that, in spite of all 
protests from neutral countries and pro- 
tests on his part in the case of the 
Lusitania, he is unrepenting. Germany 
has advertised once more that she rec- 
ognizes no law of God or man.” 
The Daily Graphic says: ‘‘This latest 
outrage may help convince the Ameri- 
can people that the German Govern- 
ment attaches no more weight to Presi- 
dent Wilson's dispatches than to any 
other scraps of paper.” 
The Daily Chronicle says: ‘‘The Or- 
duna case makes mincemeat of the Ger- 
man official excuses for the sinking of 
the Lusitania. There is no conceivable 
explanation of the attack, except that 
it was celiberately intended to expose 
her noncombatants and neutral passen- 
gers to the fate of those carried by the 
Lusitania and Falaba.’”’

Gen. von Buelow, who was on the left 
of Gen. von Kluck in the first invasion 
of France, now commands the extremes 
left of the German advance toward

Berlin claims a steady advance and 
Petrograd concedes an advance after 
the Russian forces had made 4 stub- 
born contest. 

On Von Buelow’s right is Gen. von 
Eichhorn, who is being held up by the 
great Russian fortress, Ossowetz. On 
Von Eichhorn’s right is Gen. von Gall- 
witz, whose name appears for the first 
time in large operations. After captur- 
ing Przasnysz, he is now pressing a 
German attack on the Narew River and 
its tributaries.

Bug assume primary importance, The 
German tentative objectives in the Bal- 
tic, Narew and Suwalki districts, in 
which, military observers say, the Ger- 
mans have gained some ground without 
real advantage owing to the great

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AMERICAN TELLS OF MONTHS IN 
GERMAN CONCENTRATION CAMP 


Michigan Man Who Escaped Says He 
Was Prisoner Since Last October 
-—WNWot Allowed to See Consul. 


LONDON, July 19.—Charles B. Pray 
of Fiint, Mich., who reached London 
after escaping from a German concen- 
tration camp in which he said he had 
been held since October, submitted to- 
day to Robert P. Skinner, American 
Consul-General, an affidavit describing 
his experiences, which was forwarded 
to Washington. 

Pray was in Germany installing self- 
. starters on automobiles when the war 
began, German officers’ visited his 
room and declared him to be an En- 
glishman, notwithstanding the fact, he 
says, that he exhibited a passport and 
a birth certificate. He was sent to the 
concentration camp at Mauenfeldt and 
while there made unsuccessful efforts 
to communicate with the American con- 
sulate. Thence he was transferred to 
Wuerttemburg. Pray asserts that while 
in Wuerttemburg he was compelled to 
perform hard manual labor after hav- 
ing refused to work on military auro- 
mobiles. He made his escape from the 
concentration camp on May ll. He wae 
destitute and emaciated when ae 
reached here.

HURT BY LIGHTNING 
IN SUNDAY'S STORM 


Two Men on Outings Lost Lives 
When They Took Refuge 
Under Trees. 


In an electrical storm of unusual in- 
tensity three men were killed ana five 
were injured by lightning strokes in the 
Vicinity of St. Louis yesterday after- 
noon. In the city buildings and trees 
were damaged by lightning and wind. 

The storm etruck St. Louis about 2 p. 
m. and for more than an hour the air 
geemed surcharged. with electricity. 
There were blinding flashes of lightning 
and deafening roars of thunder accom- 


panied by a neavy rain. : 

In St. Louis County, west of St. Louis, 
and in Madison County, Ill, east of 
the city, the storm was most severe. 
The three deaths from lLghtning oc- 
curred in these two outlying districts.

Frederick W. Yungewaelter, 19 

years old, 3828 St. Ferdinand avenue, 
kliled by lightning near the junction of 
the Meramec River and Glaize Creek, 
St. iouls County.

Killed Under a Tree. 

Yungewaelter, Newroth and Loring 
were fishing on Glaize Creek, a mile 
and a half west of Meramec Highlands. 
when the storm came up. They sought 
shelter under a large tree. Lightning 
struck the tree, killing Yungewaelter 
and stunning his companions. Loring 
was the first to regain consciousness. 
Yungeweaelter’s body lay across him. 
Newroth, still unconscious, had been 
hurled several feet. He lay on the 
bank of the creek, face down with his 
head in the water. Loring pulled New- 
roth from the creek and went in search 
of help. Two men in a motor boat took 
him to Hance’s landing to call a physi- 
cian. Returning they met another boat 
which had picked up Newroth and 
Yungewaelter’s body. 

Dr. R. J. Tanquaray sent for a pul- 


moterand used it for an hour in an un- 


successful effort to revive Yungewael- 
ter. Loring and Newroth were not seri- 
ously hurt. 

Louis Vogt, who was killed by light- 
ning at Chouteau Slough, was to have 
married Miss Flora Mandefield of 1229

Man Unconscioug an Hour.

They had been there only 
a few minutes when lightning struck 
the tree, tore it *to pleces and killed 
Vogt. Vogler ws stunned and re- 
mained unconscious nearly an hour. He 
was burned on the left side and left 
arm and was unable to walk when he 
regained congciousness. His cries for 
help attracted Otto J. Kuh, a fishing 
resort proprietor, who brought Vog- 
ler to St. Louis in an automobile. 

William Leonard was killed while re- 
pairing a roof at 6901 Corbitt avenue, 
St. Louis County. On the roof with him 
were Frederick Bewig and William 5S. 
Robuck. When the lightning struck 
Lenhart rolled from the rowf and fell 
30 feet to the ground. Apparently he 
had been killed by the lightning before 
he rolled from the roof. Bewig was 
knocked uncenscious.)

Letters of Reproof Sent to Cleve- 
land Firm and Trade Paper 
Which Was Used. 
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reproof written by Secretary Redfield 
were sent today to the Cleveland Auto- 
matic Machinery Co. of Cleveland, O., 


and the American Machinist, a New 
York trade magazine, dealing with the 
publication of an advertisement of poi- 
sonous-acid loaded shells. It was an- 
nounced by the Department of Com- 
merce that President Wilson, after look- 
ing over the leters prepared by Secre- 
tary Redfield, directed ,Acting Secre- 
tary Sweet to forward them. 

The letter to J. P. Brophy, general 
manager of the Cleveland concern, char- 
acterizes the advertisement in question 
as “atrocious” and says: 

“At a time when every instinct of pa- 
triotism calls for calm and self-restraint, 
when sobriety of statement is almost a 
supreme duty, you, as you admit, to 
gain notice to an advertisement, draw a 
picture of human misery as a means of 
earning.a profit through the sale of 
machines to produce it.’’ 

In his Jetter to the Hill Publishing Co., 
publishers of the American Machinist, 
Secretary Redfield wrote: 

“The time is one of peculiar excite- 
ment, with half the world on fire and we 
alone of the great nations are outside 
of the conflict. At stich a time when re- 
straint and calm is the duty of every 
citigen, your columns wer open to state- 
ments calculated to arose wrath and 
kindle excitemert, as the result has 
shown.

ng. 

The stockholders say that the dry 
S00ds company was not authorized by 
them to undertake the construction of 
the Railway Exchange Building, and 
acted only upon the order of the direc- 
tors. The dry goods company lost $1,160,- 
000 in the Railway Exchange Building 
deal, according to a statement recently 
issued by Thomas H. McKittrick, and 
$850,000 in the operation of ‘the William 
Barr Dry Goods Co., which was pur- 
chased in 1966. 

The Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Co. has until Wednesday to file its an- 
Swer to the receivership petition. Thom- 
as H. McKittrick said today that he ex- 
pected the application for a receivership 
would be heard by the court this week, 
but Chase Morsey, one of the attorneys 
for the stocxholders, said there was no 
Federal Judge in St. Louis, afid it was 
not likely that the case could be brought 
to trial. ; 

McKittrick Won’t Discuss Plan. 

McKittrick refused td discuss the plan 
of the stockholders to hold the directors 
individually lable. He also refused to 
make a statement as to whether the 
stockholders approved ithe dry goods 
company’s real estate venture. In a 
Statement tecently published, McKit- 
trick said that he was an‘horized by 
the board of directors to acquire the 
ground leases for the site of the Railway 
Exchange Building but said nothing 
about the stockholders having author- 
ized such action. 

The dissatisfied stockholders assert 
that the dry goods company had no au- 
thority under its charter to enbark 
upon the ‘cal estate business, and that 
the directors exceeded their authority 
when they directed McKittrick to pro- 
ceed.

Action as to St. Louisan Taken at 
Request of Brazilian Minister, 
Who Is Representing U. & 


MEXICO CITY. July 19.—By peremp- 
tory order from Washington, American 
Consul-General Arnold Shanklin of 8t. 


Louis has withdrawn from Mexico City 
and is on his way to the United States 
by way of Vera truz. 

This order was issued as a result of 
protests against his presence in the city 
b. Cardozo De Oliveira, the Brazilian 
Minister, here, who has been in diplo- 
matic charge of American interests in 
Mexico since the United States charge 
was recalled. Jealousy of his prerog- 
atives is supposed to have prompted the 
Brazilian Minister's action, for Shank- 
lin is exceedingly popular with the 
Americans in this city, to which he 
came as Consul-General six years and 
a half ago. 

Recently Consul Shanklin has been in 
Vera Cruz co-operating with the Amer- 
ican Red Cross in getting foodsteffs to 
Mexico City. He came back here July 
3 with Charles J. O’Connor, a special 
representative of the Red Cross, bring- 
ing hospital supplies and light food in 
advance of the foodstuffs prepared to be 
shipped when Gen. Pablo Gonzales 
should oceupy the capitgl. 

Americans have regretted to see Con- 
cul Shanklin leave, for he had been ac- 
tive in relief work. A Tremonstrance 
against his recall is being prepared to 
forward to Washington. On the train 
which left with him and his staff for 
Vera Cruz went Charles A. Douglas of 
Washington, Carranza’s American ad- 
viser, and Richard L. Metcalfe, former 
editor of W. J. Bryan's Commoner, now 
said to be the head of the publicity de- 
partment of the Carranza Government. 
Douglas and Metcalfe met here Thurs- 
day night and have been in conference 
with Gen. Gonzales.

THAW WAS ALWAYS 
SANE, JURY’S VIEW 


NEW YORK, July 19.—David Robin- 
son, foreman of the jury that passed on 
Harry K. Thaw’s sanity last week and 
found him to be sane, did not follow the 
instructiong given him by Justice Hen- 
drick. He says that the rest of the jury 
likewise disregarded the Justice’s 
charge. 

From statements made yesterday by 
Robinson at Atlantic City, where he 
sought a conference with Thaw, it ap- 
pears that the jurors did not consider 
Thaw had been insane at any time, al- 
though Justice Hendrick impressed upon 
them just before they left the jury box 
that they must start their deliberations 
with the understanding that Thaw was 
insane when he shot Stanford White and 
that he was still insane each time he 
was remanded back to Matteawan fol- 
lowing habeas corpus proceedings. 

What offect Robinson’s statement may 
have is problematical. In an ordinary 
case, it is said, it might result in a mis- 
trial being declared. But in this case 
the verdict of the jury was not final; 
its aole ducy was to advise the Judge. 
It was the decision of Justice Hendrick 
that freed Thaw, not the verdict of the 
jury. 

But the foreman’s statements will al- 
most certainly be used by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Woodbury in appealing ahe case. 
The Attorney-General today assigned 
Deputy Attorney-General Becker to in- 
vestigate Robinson's statement. The net 
result may be to force an appeal that 
was not really considered likely when 
Thaw was liberated. It was pointed out 
then by John B. Stanchfield that the 
State had nothing upon which to base 
an appeal. 

Robinson, who is small in stature. 
never tried very hard to avoid the lime- 
light during the trial. He arrived in 
Atlantic City Saturday night, with his 
wife and registered at the Hotel Den- 
nis, whero Thaw and hig double body- 
guard have been staying. He hunted up 
Daniel W. Dean, the detective employed 
by John B. Stanchfield to escort Thaw 
to Pittsburg, and said he wanted to see 
Thaw at once. 

Robinson had with him a clipping from 
the editorial page of a New York news- 
paper in which Thaw was referred to as 
“the murderer” of Stanford White, and 
which intimated that the Thaw money 
had a great deal to do with his libera- 
tion. Robinson told the detective he 
wanted to see Thaw about this but de- 
nied he had traveled from New York to 
At'antic City for that purpose. It was 
pretty late and Thaw refused to see the 
man. The two met yesterday morning 
in the looby and went away together 
for a long talk. Afterward Thaw told 
some of the correspondents there “might 
be a good story” in Robinson, who was 
standing close by, smiling broadly. He 
made his statements in the presence of 
five correspondenta. 

“There was really no need of our leav- 
ing the jury box." he said, “But we 
thought it best to make some show of 
deliberation.” 

“Was it the view of the jury that 
Thaw was ever insane?’ Robinson was 
asked. 

“No. ‘We thought he never had been 
insane.” 

“Then, if he wasn't ‘nsane, doesn't it 
follow that he was guilty of murder?” 
Nodingon was asked. 

“Not at all. I have served on juries 
before. I was on a jury in the Smith- 
Rushton case in Savannah back in the 
‘8s. Sroith killed Rushton because of 
the latter’s relations with Smith's wife. 
We acquitted Smith. It seemed to us 
that was the idea in the Thaw case.” 

“Then you thought Thaw had a right 
to kill Stanford White?” 

“Yes, we did; all things considered. I 
Gon't call that unwritten law; I call ‘t 
natural law. It doesn’t imply that a 
Man is crazy under such circumstances. 
Lots of sane men commit murder.”

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Women of Clayton Discussing Legal | Tragedy 


Enacted There, Disagree ‘Over Death . Penalty 
| Suffragists Oppose It. Others Find Excuses for It

Mrs. R. A. Quarles Believes 
It the Only Thing Men Are 
Afraid of; Opposes the At- 
tending Publicity.

HET emcrrow's th the hangirg! To- 

mcrrow's the hanging!” sang a 

little girl skipping a rope along 
a shaded suburban street. She was but 
7 years old and there was every evi- 
dence of watchful mother’s care in her 
freshly washed and brushed and be- 
ribboned toflet. 

She danced up to join a group of 
chums at the corner and it was plain 
enough that the execution about to take 
place was the subject of interest among 
children for whose very sake parents 
seek protected suburban homes. 

Several days earlier a little boy in Web- 
ster accidentally hanged himself when 
playing and the tragedy has been at- 
tributed to the effect upon a lively child- 
ish imagination of the free discussion 3f 
a coming event. 

And Thursday evening the Clayton 
courthouse was the destination of hun- 
dreds of automobile parties, lured by 
the rumor that a condemned criminal 
would bid farewell to life in a comic 
song he would sing from what has come 
to be known as the “Bridge of Sighs’’— 
that and ravenous curiosity for any de- 
tail that might escape through the high 
board fence with which county officials 
had humanely sought to spare the com- 
munity and the prisoner more than nec- 
essary horrors. 

The hanging and its effect on the com- 
munity has revived interest in the ques- 
tion of capital punishment, and that Is 
the most discussed of all important 
topics among the women who are taking 
an active interest in things outside of 
their homes. 

Suffragists Against Death Penalty. 

I either telephoned . or called upon 
many leading women of the country and 
asked their views on the day follow- 
ing the execution. Decided: opinions 
in great variety were forthcoming, the 
division being quite as I anticipated, al- 
most all suffragists. opposed to capital 
punishment, others continuing to find 
excuses for it. 

Mrs. R. A. Quarles, a recent cncitnbia 
for president of the Monday Club, said’° 
“I believe in capital punishment because 
it is the only thing men are afraid of. 
The ill effect of it is the publicity given 
such events and the newspapers are to 
blame for that. There is a great deal in 
suggestion and reports of crime put 
criminal ideas into impressionable per- 
sons’ heads. I am going to urge the 
legislative department of my club to 
work at Jefferson City for a bill for- 
bidding the publication of crime.”’ 

She did not say how executions are to 
serve as warhinga of punishment to 
would-be criminals without publicity. 

Have Gone Back 12 Years. 

Mrs. W. J. Parker, a Monday Club of- 
ficer, thought Missouri might at least 
adopt some of the more progressive 
methods being tried at Sing Sing. ‘I 
have observed that the very worst 
qualities have been aroused in people 
discussing this execution,’’ she said. 
“Old savage instincts for blood ven- 
geance are brought to the surface. I 
think our civilization has been set back 
just 12 years, the date of the last hang- 
ing here.’’ 

Mrs. Kent Jarvis thought efforts to 
change the law should be made at 
Jefferson City. “No, I am not a suff- 
ragette,’’ she said, ‘‘buc my husband 
is, which is more effective.’’ 

Mrs. Lemoine Skinner, a young mar- 
ried woman, always had been opposed 
to capital punishment. “But in discus- 
sion of the case,”’ she said, “I have 
been set to reflecting that if capital 
punishment were done away with, might 
there not be more of these atrocities?’’ 

Mrs. Milton Seropyan believed in law, 
whatever it might be, taking !ts course. 
“The ill effect upon the community was 
aggravated by the petition that wag cir- 
culated, making more of a sensation of 
the case,"’ she said. “No, I am not a

Mrs. Bartlett Adams, suffrage leader, 
registered her opinion unqualifiedly 
against capital punishment. 

Mrs. J. H. Lynch thought the exe- 
cution “an outrage against civiliza- 
tion.’’ 

Mrs. Gertrude Decker, who means a 
great deal to Webster as head of the 
Welfare Association, said: ‘‘I oppose the 
death penalty and my convictions date 
from the Molineaux case in New York, 
where the man convicted of murder 
in the first degree afterward was cleared 
of the charge. Here at Clayton a man 
Was convicted on circumstantial ev!- 
dence. He should have been given a 
chance for his life.’’ 

To Mrs. William L. Alofs hanging 
merely means a means of getting rid of 
an undesirable, which she approved of. 
“I think, though,’’ she said, ‘it should 
be done as quietly as possible, without 
sensationalism. In Holland, my hus- 
band’s native country, they have a way 
of never mentioning the name of the 
offender, using only initials for identi- 
fication. The family is spared the dis- 
grace and the public curiosity is not 
encouraged.”’ 

Mrs. Edward W. Small, active in phil- 
anthropic work, had managed to fortify 
her mind against a knowledge of the 
horror a few blocks away. She didn’t 
know the execution had taken place. 
“So far as I was able to help, I did,” 
she said, ‘sending comforts to the pris- 
oners and visiting them. One is power- 
less to avert capital punishment unless 
one has a vote to change the statute. 
Cap!tal punishment does not punish anid 
life imprisonment is a severer penalty 
and gives a chance for expediation.”’ 

At the home of wrs. J. B. Sudduth a 
D. A. R. chapter was in session. They

All save two of the eight women pres- 
ent were opposd to capital punishment. 
These two thought the burden of sup- 
porting m'irderers for life should not be 
imposed upon taxpayers. 

“Besides,” said Miss Sherrod, ‘“‘life im- 
prisonment has meant at the utmost 15 
years in Missouri. Dissatisfaction with 
the way the iife-term sentences are en- 
forced accounts for the death verdict 
many times, I think.” 

But in states where capital punish- 
ment is abolished, the life term penalty 
is taken seriously and vigorously en- 
forced, I learn. 


But all this was after thought and 
passive at that. There was no evidence 
of any active effort or movement on 
foot to prevent future legal executions 
in the county. 

The only forethought or activity pre- 
ceding the execution was done by Mrs.

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| “I am much depressed this morning, 


still I do not consider my efforts alto- 
gether wasted. At least 1 asserted that 
I would not willingly lend myself to a 
crime which, committed by an intel- 
ligent, cultured people, was relatively 
worse than that of the degenerate 
Sprouse. The case of the poor wretch 
represented but an idea, a principle 
with me. 

“Jailers have said to me when I 
visited the prison: ‘Do you think this is 
a summer resort? This criminal is not 
here for his health.’ 

“And I would reply: ‘There is where 
you make a mistake. The crifinal is 
sick mentally. A prison should be a 
hospital for sick souls.’ 

“Now that the campaign is ended I 
have to face a misunderstanding of my 
motives. An anonymous letter calls me 
‘one of those silly women who make a 
fuss over murderers.’ Even the Gov- 
ernor spoke of my efforts as being 
prompted by sentiment. Of course, I Was 
moved by sentiment; and who is not? 
especially politicians whose loyalty to 
friends and party sways them against 
their convictions. Gov. Major said he 
Was opposed to capital punishment and 
had the power to intercept it. It seems 
to me this would have been such a 
good time to assert his convictions. 

“As for emotionalism, where is the 
husband murderer who ever is exe- 
cuted? Male juries so often are swayed 
by sentiment in dealing with women of- 
fenders. 

“Another woman pities me because 
my photograph was printed alongside 
that of the culprit and the gallows. 
I reply that I would as soon have my 
picture identified with a serious effort 
as With a frivolous one—a tango dance. 

“I do not regret the publicity, the ex- 
ecution should have been public where 
everyone could see it in ail its horror, if 
the professed purposes of such acts are 
to be served, if it was desired to inspire 
& wholesome fear in would-be murderers 
or set a horrible example. 

“But that wasn’t the effect upon the 
community which I noticed. Women who 
said they were opposed to capital pun- 
ishment on principle, let principle be 
overruled when they came to think and 
talk about one particular case. Blood 
vengeance, revenge, was what they be- 
gan to want. Now you know that kind 
of feeling reacts to hurt the perpetrator 
rather than the victim of that ven- 
geance.

HIPMENT of eggs from China 
S to the United States were lighter 
during the first quarter of 1915 than 
they were during the same period of 
1914. The main reason given in com- 
merce reports is the withdrawal of 
transpacific merchant steamers owing to 
the war. Shanghai is one of the chief 
ports of shipment. During the first three 
months of the present year 410,760 dozen 
}Chinese eggs, valued at almost $66,000, 
were shipped to Pacific Coast ports of 
the United States. The record fur Janu- 
ary, February and March, 1914, was 
1,818,737 dozen, valued at more than $300,- 
000. Eggs most popular for shipment are 
those from brown leghorns. 

No poultry farms or henneries, as un- 
derstood in this country, exist in China. 
The eggs are obtained by buyers—simi- 
lar to our hucksters—and assembled for 
export. They are shipped abroad fresh, 
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Chapter LVII.
